Los A n g e l e s , May 16th.—T he State Con­ 
vention m et at 10:30 o'clock this m orning. 
T he C om m ittee on Credentials was not 
quite ready to report, but stated th a t it 
had decided th at all proxies presented, of 
w hich there were 100, were correct and 
w ould be accepted. 
It was m oved and carried th at th e list of 
delegates as reported be accepted accord­ 
ing to the roll-call of the previous day. 
G. G. G oucher, C hairm an o f the Com­ 
m ittee on P erm anent Organization and 
Order of Business, reported for officers: 
H on. R. F . Del Valle, C hairm an; Vice- 
C h airm en — H on. 
Jo h n Daggett, D. J. 
O uilahan, H . M. Black and B yron W aters; 
Secretaries—George W . Kelley, Jo h n T. 
Doyle and M. F . D unleavv; A ssistant Sec­ 
retaries—W . S. W aters, J.'N eil and S. H er­ 
bert; Sergeant-at-A rm s, C. L. Cruz. 
T he m inority report, signed by seven of 
the com m ittee, presented a report urging 
the changing of the report so th at the 
nom ination of the C hief Justice shall come 
first on the program m e. 
Mr. H orne, of Lake county, spoke in 
favor of the m inority report, saying that 
it looked like a job on the north of the 
State to defer one of the m ost im portant 
parts of business te the last.

T he session this m orning was taken up 
w ith a discussion of the requests of the 
fruit-grow ers of the State for cheap rates for 
transportation

O nly the freight 
agents of the various lines were present be­ 
sides several frait-producers. 
A . T. H atch and Secretary F airb an k of 
the F ru it U nion were there, and by request 
M r. H atch presented th e case for the Un­ 
ion. 
H e was asked by som e o f the rail­ 
road m en the n atu re and object of the U n­ 
ion. 
H e responded by giving a concise re­ 
view of th e grow th of the fruit industrv 
in this State and o f its resulting needs. 
H e told of the heavy shipm ents m ade last 
year and of the grow ing dem and for the 
fruits in the great cities of the East. 
T he 
U nion th is year desired not only that the 
m ethod of last season’s shipm ent be con­ 
tinued—by 
10-car trains 
on 
passenger 
tim e—but th at the rate to Chicago, $400 a 
car, be reduced. 
H e prom ised m ore ship­ 
m ents than last year and estim ated th at 
m any of the cars would be distributed be­ 
yond Chicago, if proper agreem ent could 
be reached, out over various lines to the 
cities of New E ngland and the M iddle 
States. 
M r. P ratt, of M inneapolis, form erly of 
th e fruit-dealing firm of Pratt, G ilm an & 
Francis, presented the case of th e fruit 
m en also, but iu a iittle different form . H e 
spoke for several dealers who do not be­ 
long to the Union, and asked that an “open 
train ” system be arranged this year. 
By this system the railroad com pany 
w ould take upon itself I he responsibility of 
advertising and 
ru n n in g through fruit 
trains to Chicago on th e sam e tim e and 
rate as last year. The only difference would 
be th at any sm all shipper could send one 
or tw o cars through, w hereas th e Union 
agrees to take ten cars. 
Last season’s plan 
m ade shippers agree to take ten cars at $400 
a ear; ii ten cars were not sent the full 
train was paid for ju st the sam e. 
T he re­ 
su lt was th at the U nion only being com 
posed o f m any shippers could afford to 
charter a full train. 
In the “ open train ” a 
shipper m ay send only a single car if he 
desires. 
TH E TEN CAR TRAIN SYSTEM. 
T he railroad m en asked m any questions 
of the fruit m en, but w hen they adjourned 
no definite conclusions had been reached. 
T he decisions regarding rates, etc., w ill be 
m ade soon. 
T he Southern Pacific freight people say 
they prefer the ten-car system as run last 
year, for they are then relieved of respon­ 
sibility in m aking up a train. 
T he com ­ 
pany can better afford to run a train th an a 
single car. 
Traffic M anager Stubbs argues th at there 
is nothing to prevent persons from joining 
together, as the U nion has done, and se­ 
curing a train to go on passenger tim e, and 
considers th at the U nion has been granted 
no m ore privileges than are open to any 
shipper.

Effect sn d E xtent o f th e R ecen t Suprem e 
C ourt D ec! ion. 
The recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the California tax cases 
not only forever settles a question that has 
caused both this State and the Central and 
Southern Pacific Railroad Companies great 
trouble and untold expense, but it knocks 
tbe last prop from under tbe “ State rights” 
doctrine, and com pletely dem olishes that 
once popular fallacy. 'T h e Court holds 
that the Central and Southern Pacific roads 
are invested with franchises derived from 
the Government of the United States; that 
Congress, under tbe power to regulate com ­ 
merce am ong the several States, as well as 
to provide for postal accommodations and 
military- exigencies, had authority to grant 
these franchises; that the power to con­ 
struct, or authorize individuals or corpora­ 
tions to construct, national highways and 
bridges from State to State is essential to 
the complete control and 
regulation of 
interstate commerce; and that, without 
authority in Congress to establish such 
highways and bridges, it would be with­ 
out authority 
to 
regulate one of the 
most important adjuncts of commerce. 
In former times, 
however, this power 
was operated to a very- limited extent, 
the old National road being tbe most nota­ 
ble instance; 
but then commerce was 
mostly conducted by water, and many of 
our statesmen entertained serious doubts as 
to the existence of the power to establish 
ways of communicating by land. Since, 
in consequence of the expansion of the 
country, the multiplication of its products 
and the invention of locomotion by steam, 
land transportation basso vastly- increased, 
a sounder consideration o f the subject 
has prevailed, and led to the almost uni­ 
versal conclusion that Congress has plenary 
power over the whole matter. 
T heC ouit 
further holds that the Central and South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Companies having re­ 
ceived the important franchises referred to 
by grant of the United States, and tbat they 
were granted to the companies for national 
purposes and to subserve national ends, it 
is dear that the State of California can 
neither take them away nor destroy nor 
abridge them, nor cripple them bv onerous 
burdens; nor can it tax them, but its may 
tax tbe outside visible property. 
After de­ 
scribing the nature of a' franchise, the Court 
sa y s: 
"R ecollecting the fundam ental principles 
that the C onstitution, law s and treaties of 
the U nited Stales are th e suprem e law o f 
the land, it seem s to us alm ost absurd to 
contend that a pow er given to a peisou or 
corporation by the U nited States m ay be 
subjected to taxation by- a State. 
T he 
pow er conferred em anated from and is a 
portion o f the power o f the G overnm ent 
that confers it. 
To iax it is not on lv derog­ 
atory to the dignity but subversive o f the 
power e f the G overnm ent, and repugnant 
to its param ount sovereignty. * * * T he 
taxation o f a corporate franchise, nierely 
as such, u n less pursuant to a stipulation in 
the original charter o f the com pany, is the 
exercise o f an authority som ew hat arbi­ 
trary in its character. 
It has no lim itation 
but the discretion of the taxing power. 
T be value tif the franchise is not m easured 
lik e that o f property, but m ay be ten th ou ­ 
sand or ten hundred thousand dollars, as 
the Legislature m ay choose. 
Or, w ithout 
any valuation of the franchise at all. tne 
tax m ay be arbitrarily ¡aid. It is not an idle 
objection, therefore, m ade by- the com pa­ 
n ies against the tax im posed in the present 
case.” 
A nd now arises another and verv im ­ 
portant question. 
T h e highest 
judicial 
tribunal in the land havin g decided that 
the Centra! and Southern Pacific Railroad 
C om panies are invested w ith franchises tie- 
rived from the G overnm ent of the United 
States ; that these franchises were granted 
for national purposes, and to subserve na 
tional ends ; 
and that tbe State of Califor­ 
nia can neither take tbem away, nor de­ 
stroy nor abridge them , nor cripple them 
by onerous burdens, nor tax them , is it not 
a logical sequence tbat the State is also d e­ 
prived o f its power to regulate the charges 
o f these roads for freight or fares, or in any 
other way- interfere w ith their m anagem ent ? 
T he language o f the Court is p lain . 
T he 
roads havin g been created by the G overn­ 
m ent, can on ly be controlled by the power 
givin g tbem life, and therefore any inter­ 
ference w ith their business bv the State is 
illegal unless w ith the consent'of Congress.

O ld T im ers to V isit th e S cen es o f P ion eer 
D ays on th e 25th . 
On th e 25th of this m onth, one week 
from to-m orrow , there will be a grand ex­ 
cursion from San Francisco, O akland and 
Sacram ento to Placerville. T he El D orado 
County Society, composed of residents of 
O akland and San Francisco who resided in 
th e early days in E l Dorado, will hold 
th eir fourteenth an n u al reunion at H u n ­ 
ger's Grove on th at day. T here are h u n ­ 
dreds of the pioneers of the E m pire county 
now residing in this city, w ho will join the 
excursion or will run a special train . 
In 
order to secure the latter, a register has 
been opened at R. J. Van V oorhees’ store 
corner 
of 
E ighth 
and 
J 
streets, 
w here all w ho desire to attend are re­ 
quested to call w ithout delay and enter 
th eir nam es. 
So far but little over 100 have 
done so. 
T here is no county in th e State, 
in fact no section of the sam e area in the 
U nion, th at has a grander history than El 
Dorado. 
It was here th at M arshal- m ade 
his m em orable discovery in 1848 that at 
once peopled this coast, and 


r ecla im ed from a w ild ern ess 
In less th an one year tl.e grandest section 
the sun ever shone upon. E l Dorado county 
was th e objective point of every pioneer, 
no m atter w hether he cam e around the 
H o rn , by th e way of the isthm us or by the 
long tedious trip across the plains. 
In a 
few short m onths Coloma, H angtow n. D ia­ 
m ond Springs, Cold Springs, Mud Springs, 
I niontow n, Georgetown, Johutow n, K el­ 
sey , Spanish F lat and other m ining cam ps 
contained thousands of m iners each. There 
were no saw m ills, and all the houses up to 
1852, and in som e localities till as late as 
1854, were constructed of canvas or pine 
logs. 
T he latter far outnum bered the for­ 
m er, and consisted of one room built of 
sm all logs, a door in one end, a chim ney in 
the other, a window iu one side, the space 
betw een the logs chinked w ith 


MUD MIXED WITH LEAVES. 
These cabins generally were one room , in 
size 14x20, and was draw ing room , parlor, 
dining-room and bed-room . Stoves were 
som ething unknow n, and the iron kettle 
suspended 
in th e chim ney, 
the long- 
handled frying pan and the old-fashioned 
iron D utch oven composed the kitchen 
outfit. 
F ru it was som ething no t to be 
found in m arket, canned goods were not to 
be obtained in those days, and the regular 
fare, tw enty-one m eals a week, both at the 
hotels and in the m iners’ cabins, was bacon 
and beans. 
T he only fresh m eat obtain­ 
able was w hat could bo culled from the 
forest w ith the rifle or fowling-piece, and 
the woods were full of grouse, quail, silver- 
gray tree squirrel and deer. 
T he m iner, 
however, in his

H ad no taste for field sports. 
T he fowling- 
piece was allow ed to ru st on the pegs 
on 
the inside of his cabin, w hile he 
rustled 
from 
sunrise 
u n til 
dark 
w ith 
the 
pick, 
shovel, 
pan 
an d 
cradle. 
Som e of the richest placers in El Dorado 
county were in the little ravines 
and 
gulches th at were tributary to th e forks of 
the A m erican river—W ebber, Tennessee, 
Irish, Rock and E m pire creeks. These 
sm all ravines had no w ater in them except 
d uring the rainy season, and hence, in the 
early days, they were called dry diggings. 
Tftis was rem edied, however, in a few short 
m onths, for, going to the heads of the large 
stream s, enlerpri-ing m iners conducted the 
w ater along the tops of th e ridges in 
ditches, and soon w ater was 
COURSING DOWN EVERY RAVINE 
W here a m iner desired to wash for gold. 
T his w ater brought fabulously high prices, 
and the sam e head was used over aud over 
again before it readied the river. 
U ntil Septem ber, 1849, w hat is 
now 
know n as Placerville was called “ D ry Dig­ 
gings. 
It was a long row of log cabins in 
a beautiful vale on both sides of a good­ 
sized stream tributary to W ebber creek. 
The vale was over two m iles in length and 
several hundred feet in w idth. 
On both 
sides hills arose for a height of front 200 to 
500 feet, w hich were densely covered w ith 
an elegant grow th of black oak, fir, cedar 
and several species of pine. 
J.i Septem ber, 1849, three m urderers were 
tried by a m iners' m eeting, sentenced and 
executed. 
They were

From th at day, for m any 
years thereafter, this cam p w ent by the 
nam e of H angtow n. 
In later years, when 
incorporated into a city, the nam e was

w ith 
the old pioneer 
it 
is 
H angtow n yet. 
One oí the best early towns of the county, 
outside of Coloma and Placerville, was 
Cold Springs. T his place occupied a beauti­ 
ful little A'aliey. fertile, well-w atered, m id ­ 
way betw een 
Coloma 
and 
H angtow n, 
live m iles from each, and was nam ed 
after a rem arkably fine flowing spring of 
water, w hich supplied over 300 cabins. The 
placers in this valley, in its hills and 
ravines, 
were 
fabulously 
rich. 
Poison 
R avine—so called from th e heavy grow th 
o f poison oak—was h a lf a m ile in length, 
and paid the m iners

P er day to each hand. 
Red H ill, a knoll 
of about three acres, w ith a gravel deposit 
of from six to ten feet, was w orked out in 
six m onths, and paid over $1,000,000. 
It was in this place that Leland Stanford 
first engaged in business on this coast. H e 
had a little shake shanty on M ain street, in 
w hich he had a supply of m iners’ tools, 
blankets, overalls, flour, coffee, bacon and 
beans. 
H e was th e boss m erchant o f the 
tow n. 
H e wore a blue flannel overshirt, 
his paDtaloons in his boots, a slouch hat, 
and was •* a young ru stler.” I t can be said 
lor Cold Springs 1 tint its population was of 
a m ore representative character th an that 
of any other of the tow ns. 
It was settled 
alm ost exclusively w ith New Englanders 
aud people from th e 
W est—dozens of 
young m en who had just graduated from 


YALE, DARTMOUTH AND HARVARD 
Settled here. T heir sheepskins were throw n 
to one side and every m an toiled in the 
m ines. A s early as 1850 these young m en 
aud others organized a debating society for 
evening pastim es, aud in 1852 the “ F ran k ­ 
lin in stitute L ib ra ry ” was established, 
which was the first liorary on this coast. It 
contaiued several hundred volum es of the 
choicest seieciions. 
Dr. F . M. ¡shields and 
H on. L. S. T aylor of this city were early 
identified w ith this library aud were am ong 
the young m en w ho were w restling with 
the fickle goddess. 
W illiam T. Coleman, 
w ho failed a few days since, was an early 
resident 
of Cold 
Springs 
and 
m ade 
his first start there. 
H e afterw ards kept 
store in Placerville. 
Ex Senator Jo h n Conness was one of the 
early m iners on the Georgetown divide and 
was alw ays considered one of the best 
politicians iu the county. 
T he El Dorado B ar in those years in­ 
cluded T hom as Robinson, S. W. Sander­ 
son, E. L. Sanderson, S. Garfield, Judge 
Van Cleaf, T hom as H . W illiam s, 1). K. 
Newell, Jo h n H um e, S. B. F ar well, J . M. 
Howell, T hom as H . Hewes, W illiam Ross, 
Judge Cope, J. A. Patterson, Janies S. 
A nthony, J. A. Qttereau, G. D. H all, J. A. 
R ichart, Jas. Johnson, Colonel Ed. Raker, 
Tom Fitch and C. J. Reckleff. 
A ll except 
Judge H ow ell of Texas, Judge Hewes of 
Louisiana, Judge Cope atnl Judge H all of 
San Francisco and Tom Fitch of San Diego 
are now before the Court of last resort, 
w here briefs are not filed or judgm ents 
reversed. 
T he first Legislature created the Sixth 
Judicial District, composed of the counties 
of E l Dorado and Sacram ento, and ap­ 
pointed Tod 
Robinson, of Sacram ento, 
Judge. The second Legislature created the 
Eleventh Judicial District, composed cf the 
counties of E l Dorado, Placer and Yolo, 
and Governor McDougal appointed S. B. 
Far well Judge. 
Farw ell was subsequently 
elected, but soon resigued, having been 
appointed U nited States Land Com m is­ 
sioner. 
Harwell's W hig opponent for Dis­ 
trict Judge was li. L. Sanderson, brother of 
the late Chief Justice S. W . Sanderson. 
The District Judges lor 1850-1-2 3 were J. 
H . Thom as. Tod Robinson, S. B. Farw ell 
and J. M. How ell. 
A return on an exe­ 
cution m ade by Sherill Sayw ard, in De­ 
cember, 1849, reads: 
“ The following goods were seized and 
sold and brought th e following prices:

Edgar 
Bogardus, W aiter J. Burw ell and A lex­ 
ander H unter. 
T ne first legal execution 
took place under D. E. Duel iu November, 
1854

Lipsey a ad 


been drinking, and quarreled w ith a store­ 
keeper nam ed H enry Sotzen. 
Lipsey was 
a large, powerful young m a r, w hile Sotzen 
was alm ost a dw arf in stature. 
Pow elson, 
w ho was in Sotzen’s employ, stepped from 
behind the counter, and p utting his h and 
on Lipsey’s shoulder, said : 
“ Go out and 
behave yourself." 
Lipsey, instead of ta k ­ 
ing the friendly advice, drew a Rnife w ith 
a blade twelve inches in length and thrust 
it through Pow elson’s body. 
T he C ounty T reasurers for th e vears m en­ 
tioned were J . C. Johnson, J. H Phillips 
and Dr. W illiam H . Stone. 
A ll have bal­ 
anced their earthly accounts and are at rest.

STRUGGLING FOIL LIBERTY. 


CoDvIct K irby G ains O ne P oin t, Hut Is 
R em an d ed . 
A very im portant habeas corpus case was 
before Judge V an F leet in D epartm ent 
Two of the Superior C ourt yesterday, and 
the decision was one w hich w ill deeply in ­ 
terest a nu m b er of convicts in th e State 
Prison, as well as the authorities. 
If the 
position of the Judge is correct there are 
about a dczen convicts in the Folsom 
Prison aDd probably som e in San Q uentin, 
who can secure their release on habeas cor­ 
pus proceedings as soon as thev have their 
credits entered up. 
T he case at bar was th at of Jam es H . 
K irby, who was sentenced by the Superior 
Court of Solano county in October, 1S84. 
H e was charged w ith tw o separate offenses 
com m itted about a m onth apart. 
Both 
charges were grand larceny. 
H e pleaded 
guilty to both of them o n 'th e sam e day 
and the sentence in each case was for a. 
term of five years. 
H e was taken to the 
State Prison, and allow ing th at he had 
earned all o f the credits good behavior 
would entitle him to he has served one 
term of five years. 
H e was brought here 
on a w rit cf habeas corpus granted by 
Chief Justice Searls, of the Suprem e Court, 
returnable before Judge Van Fleet. 
E dm ond Tauszky, of San Francisco, ap­ 
peared for th e prisoner. 
H e raised the 
point th at the second judgm ent—and it is 
not know n on w hich inform ation he was 
sentenced first—does not state that the 
judgm ent in that case shall begin at the 
expiration of the first, therefore they were 
concurrent judgm ents, and in serving one 
sentence he had served both. 
T he judgm ents show on th eir face, how ­ 
ever. th at he has only served a term of 
three years and six m onths. 
Judge Van Fleet said that if there was a 
nroper show ing th at the credits had been 
allowed by the Governor he w ould dis­ 
charge the prisoner on 
habeas corpus, 
holding th at the judgm ents were concur­ 
rent, but in the absence of any show ing 
th at the full teim of five years had been 
served, or th at th e G overnor had finally 
granted his credits, he 
rem anded 
the 
prisoner over to the custody of the W arden. 
W arden A ull took a deep interest in this 
case, as he says there are several m en in 
his charge who will be set at liberty if the 
Suprem e Court holds th at such judgm ents 
run concurrently. 
H e agreed w ith Mr. 
Tauszky to have the credits due the pris­ 
oner allowed, so that another application 
could be m ade to the Suprem e Court and 
the question finally adjudicated. 
It is said th at th e prisoner K irby, since 
his confinem ent in the State Prison, has 
fallen heir to quite a large fortune, and he 
is n aturally very anxious to get out and 
enjoy it. 


NO CRIME COMMITTED.

THE RAILROAD TAXE*. 


C o u n se l fo r t h e C o m p a n y G iv e s H is V iew s 
o n t h e S u b je c t. 
In conversation with an A lla reporter 
yesterday Creed Haytnond, the attorney for 
the Southern Pacific Company, said : ,-Our 
company is ready and willing to pay its 
share of the State taxes for the fiscal year 
of 1886 87, and it is its purpose to pay taxes 
in the future, whether there is anv law to 
collect them or not. 
There is a great need 
ot a revision of the tax iaws, and" I believe 
that railroad companies should be taxed on 
their gross incomes, as the most just and 
equable basis. 
W e are willing, however, 
to pay 60 per cent, of the amount levied 011 
our road—about $600,000— and then we will 
be paying a greater tax than any single­ 
track line in the United States. 
Besides 
this State tax we pay uuder local assess­ 
ments State taxes on our work-shops, office 
buildings and depots, beside the city and 
county taxes. 
W e pay more taxes to this 
State than any railroad corporation does to 
any State in the U nion. 
The trouble is that 
the State Board has always included in its 
assessments 
property and franchises on 
which we claim that we ought not to be 
taxed. 
The Courts have sustained us in 
this, and, as the legal and illegal have been 
iuextricable m ixed, there has been no al 
ternative but for the Court to declare the 
whole assessment void. 
Some of the press 
do not understand this, and convey the im ­ 
pression to their readers that the company 
tries to evade the payment of its taxes. 
That is not the fact, but we do not wish to 
be taxed out of existence. 
So far as the 
taxes of 1886-87 are concerned, the Supe­ 
rior Court has rendered a decision that re­ 
lieves ns of all liability in law. 
I believe 
that the Supreme Court of this State will 
affirm that decision. 
I do not see how it 
can do otherwise, because it is sound law. 
But we are nevertheless w illing to pay 60 
per cent., because we believe that is about 
the proportion which we would be legally 
liable to pay if the assessment had been 
properly and legally levied.”—S. F. Alta.
